Ronald Reagan, under pressure 
from his congressional allies for 
budget concessions, has agreed to 
try to work out a package with 
Senate Republicans that would in- 
clude some reductions in his re- 
quest for military spending, ac- 
cording to officials dose to the 
negotiations. 

The officials said that Mr. Rea- 
gan had told a group of Republican 
senators Thursday that "a package 
helps all . of us” and that it was 
important to achieve unitwnib 4B& 
Senate leaders after severai&ysof 
contentiousness cm mflitaiynspend- 
ing and other issues in the effort to 
ieauce federal deficits. 

The framework of the negotia- 
tions Thursday was understood to

Republican committee chairmen.

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U.S. Jobless Rate Fell 
Relow 8% in February

WASHINGTON —The civilian 
unemployment rate in the United 
States dropped in February to 7JJ 
percent from 8 percent, the Labor 
Department repotted Friday. The 
drop came as the surging economy 
generated 700.000 more jobs. 

The btgr increase in the number 
of jobs surprised most economic 
analysts, including those in the 

chdiSrecast said that the unem- 
ployment rate would not reach this 
level until the fourth quarter of this 
>ear. 

"This is vwv good news.” said 
Martin S. Fddstezfl, the chairman 
of the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. “It shows that the 
economy had substantial strength 
in February as it did in January." 

Mr. Feb&ein predicted that the 
gross national product adjusted 
lor inflation, would reach an annu- 
al growth rate of more than 6 per- 
cent this quarter.

BURJ AL BARAJINAH, Leba- 
non — A huge banner, hung across 
the street on the approaches to a 
neighborhood that just a month 
ago sustained the worst shelling in 
eight years of civil war, defiantly 
expresses in Arabic the mood of 
many Shine Moslems in the sub- 
urbs south of Beirut as their leaders 
prepare to negotiate a new power- 
sharing formula for Lebanon. It 
reads: "Lions of Burj al Barajinah, 
rabbits of East Beirut!" 

Ah Salim JakraQ, 75. sat in a 
barbershop not far from the ruins 
of neighboring Bir Abed. He in- 
voked an Arab proverb while talk- 
ing about the consequences of four 
days of nearly continuous Leba- 
nese Army shelling a month ago 
that preceded a breakup of the 
army and led to a sweep of Moslem 
West Beirut by fighters erf the Shutc 
Moslem militia, AraaL . . . 

"If you warn to eat grapes, you 
cannot eat them alone." Mr. Jaloul 
said, referring to President Amin 
GemayeTs bargaining position be- 
fore Monday’s scheduled national 
reconciliation conference in Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland. 

"Other ihary Christians live in 
this country,” he said. “Gemayel 
win have to give this time."

“We hope to reach a solution to 
save all Lebanese from such a thing 
again and to stop the killin g final- 
ly,” she said. 

The streets of some of the heavi- 
est-hit suburbs, like Bir Abed, are 
stQl deserted, covered with water 
from broken mains and strewn 
with burned-out cars and broken 
glass. Mr. Nasser said that if the 
area received large amounts of fi- 
nancial aid, it might be able to 
return to normal in a year.

NEW DELHI — The Soviet de- 
fense minister. Marshal Dmitri F. 
Ustinov, agreed Friday to equip 
India with more advanced aims to 
bolster its armed forces against a 
perceived threat from UiL-backed 

Marshal Ustinov, completing a 
weekJong visit to India, unexpect- 
edly promised to respond with a 
“sense of urgency" to requests for 
newer weapons. 

The government announced 
broad terms of the agreement 
reached by Marshal Ustinov in 
talks with Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi and India’s top military 
officers. 

When he arrived last Monday, 
Marsha] Ustinov charged that the 
United States was “militarizing” 
India’s neighbors, a dear allusion 
to Pakistan. 

In recent months, Mrs. Gandhi 
has charged that Pakistan is pre- 
paring for war, and she has repeat- 
edly criticized U.S. supply of arms 
to Pakistan, including the F-I6 
fighter-bomber. 

The Indian Defense Ministry 
said the Soviet and Indian delega- 
tions shared a common perception 
of security threats in South Asia 
and in the world. 

As a result, it said, the Russians 
agreed to provide India with ad- 
vanced warplanes, bigger and bet- 
ter weapons for the army and new 
electronic devices for the navy. 

It said the Soviet Union would 
supply the Indian Army “more so- 
phisticated equipment with higher 
strike power ... with a greater 
sense of urgency." 


The Soviet Union is India's ma- 
jor arms supplier. 

The accord was the first mayor 
military deal announced between 
the two countries since 1981. when 
the Soviet Union agreed to supply 
sophisticated weapon systems esti- 
mated at about $2-5 billion. 

The value of the new deal was 
not disclosed. 

Marshal Ustinov’s visit, the first 
by a leading Soviet official since 
Konstantin U. Chernenko became 
Soviet leader last month, was clear- 
ly regarded by India as a major 
success. 

The Soviet Union reportedly 
signed an agreement to provide 
surface-to-air missiles, the United 
News of India reported. 

Indian government sources told 
The Associated Press that the Rus- 
sians were considering supplying 
the Yag-28 Brewer Electronic 
Counter-Measure system to the In- 
dian Air Force, as weD as "ad- 
vanced-technology aircraft," be- 
lieved to be a new version of the 
MiG series. 

It was not immediatel y clear if 
the Soviet Union would sell India 
MiG-29 Fuknim warplanes, which 
are likely to join the Soviet Air 
Force tins year, or MiG-31 jets, 
currently bong designed. 

India's warships under construc- 
tion were assured of "the latest 
■sensing systems" as well as elec- 
tronic gear to "contain the develop- 
ing threats in the In dian Ocean 
area.” the statement said.

BEIRUT — Hundreds of Pales- 
tinian guerrillas have been return- 
ing to Beirut and its southern sub- 
urbs from the Syrian-con troll ed 
Bekaa Valley in eastern Lebanon 
but are bdoz monitored closely by 
Suite Moslem militiamen, guerril- 
las and miWriamgn say. 

The guerrillas arc allowed into 
the capita] and the refugee camps 
south of it rally if they are un- 
armed, dressed in civilian clothes 
and if they agree to surrender their 
identity cards; in exchange, they 
receive a visiting pass issued by 
Amal, the Shiite militia, according 
to Amal members and Palestinian 
guerrillas interviewed Thursday. 

Guerrillas from several Palestin- 
ian fighting units displayed Amal 
passes allowing them to stay for 
periods from 48 hours to two 
months. They said that after visit- 
ing their families or dealing with 
personal affairs they would return 


to their bases in eastern Lebanon. 

But they insisted they had 
brought no weapons and had no 
intention of engaging in resistance 
activity in Beirut. 

Their statements contrasted 
sharply with allegations made by 
the Israeli Army chief of staff. 
Lieutenant General Mosbe Levy, 
and other Israeli officials, who say 
that 2.000 armed Palestinian guer- 
rillas who left Beirut in 1982 have 
returned to the Beirut area to en- 
gage in terrorist activity. 

The head of the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency in Leba- 
non. John T. Deflates, said he had 
seen no evidence of such infiltra- 
tion- And visits to refugee camps 
by this correspondent — while 
Hinting up large numbers of Pales- 
tinian guerrillas — produced no 
visible sign of armed fighters. 

Mr. Deflates defended the right 
of the guerrillas to visit their fam- 
ilies. “Whether they bring in arms 
is almost irrelevant, because arms 
are easily available in Beirut," he 


said. "The point is, they would 
have to respect the authority of the 
de facto administration." He was 
alluding to local such as 

Amal and the Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party militia. 

The influx of Palestinian guerril- 
las from the Bekaa appears to be 
limited to second-rank cadres from 
various splinter organizations of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and other guerrilla groups al- 
lied with Syria. 

Amal sources said several high- 
ranking guerrillas tried to enter 
Beirut bar were turned away ai an 
Amal roadblock. They said these 
guerrillas included Nimr Saleh, 
who is known as Abu Saleh, one erf 
the main leaders of the rebels who 
split from el-Fatah, the -principal 
PLO faction; Abu Musa, a PLO 
dissident leader, and Ahmed JebriL 
head of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine-General 
Command. 

Palestinian guerrillas in the 
Borge Barajni refugee camp in Bei- 


rut's southern suburbs said Thurs- 
day that they were subjected to 
dose security controls by Amai mi- 
litiamen throughout their visits. 

They said their refugee and guer- 
rilla organization identity cards 
were taken from them, their cars 
were searched and they were ques- 
tioned closely before' being issued 
Amal posses. During their stays, 
iuey said, Amal militiamen regular- 
Jy checked up on them, and even 
searched their houses for weapons. 

An Egyptian-born guerrilla with 
the Palestine Liberation Army de- 
scribed how he descended from the 
mountains two months ago to visit 
his family. 

The Amal militiamen, he raid, 
"told me not to carry a gun, not to 
make trouble or not to talk to peo- 
ple in a way that would incite them. 
I want to be a civilian while Tm 
here, so it’s O.K. with me," he said. 

He added that Amal members 
had visited his house three times in

“National 
sovereignty is being defended ever 
more jealously," he said. 

The chancellor said the commu- 
nity was still far from achieving its 
long-standing goals of economic 
and monetary union. And he ap- 
pealed for urgent action to prevent 
an EC financial collapse. 

Mr. Kohl said the community’s 
financial resources would have to 
be increased to accommodate what 
he said were the "necessary” mem- 
berships of Spain and Portugal, 
both of which want to join the 
community by 1 983. But he said he

“It's tougher than it’s ever been,” said 
Gary Klein, a loan officer. “We have 
more delinquent loans.

These guys lose 
a little one year and the next they’re

Life With Jackson: Chaos on a Campaign Trail

JACKSONVILLE, Alabama — Life 
aboard the Rainbow Express, the Rev. Jesse 
L Jackson's chartered airplane and traveling 
roadshow, has turned soar. Fatigue is every- 
where. Tempers are on edge. 

Nobody has any clean laundry. Twice in 
the past week the pOot has flown into a rage. 
The reporters following Mr. Jackson teeter 
on the edge of mutiny over the long hours, 
bad food and perpetual confusion. 

The whole thing seems to be propelled only 
by the rocking cadence of church choirs and 
the force of Mr. Jackson’s personality. 

“There are rimes when the facts run out 
and faith takes over” he said Wednesday 
night. 

The Rainbow Express operates on a long 
day, which often begins with hagpagr call at 
6:30 A.M. and does not end until almo st 2 
AJM the next day.

He arrives at almost every event two to 
three hours late. At one point, he formally 
apologized to the traveling party. 

The Gist sign of trouble Wednesday came 
at the 6:30 AJvL baggage call in Detroit. 
There was no bus to take the party to the 
airport. Everyone grabbed taxis. 

At the airport, Mr. Jackson’s plane was not 
ready to take off. canting a 45-minute delay. 


The plane has several shortcomings: It does 
not always start and the heater does not work. 
Outside, the temperature was a chilly minus 8 
degrees centigrade (17 degrees Fahrenheit). 

Mr. Jackson, who has been fighting a virus, 
was so cold he asked to ride in the cockpit. 
The rest shivered, wrapped in blankets and 
overcoats. 

The plane landed at Chicago’s Midway 
Airport. Unfortunately. Mr. Jackson's mo- 
torcade was waiting at O’Hare International 
Airport, fflfles away. His scheduled events in 
Waukegan and Joliet, IUinois, had to be 
scrapped.

He had been scheduled to be overnight in 
Illinois, but sometime during the afternoon 
he decided to go to Starkville.

WASHINGTON — Four pro- 
fessors who won Nobel prizes last 
year have warned the House Sci- 
ence and Technology Committee 
that American success in winning 
the prizes masks serious problems 
in the financing of science educa- 
tion. 

Persons living in the United 
Stales shared won the three No- 
bel science prizes as wdl as the 
economics award in 1983. One of 
them. Dr. William A. Fowler of the 
California. Institute of Technology, 
charged at a hearing Thursday that 
the low salaries paid high school 
science teachers are “ crimin al." 

He shared the Nobel laureate in 
physics with Dr. Subrahmanyan 
Chandrasekhar erf the University of 
Chicago. Dr. rhandrasNrhar did 
not attend the hearing. 

Dr. Fowler said modern instru- 
ments are in such short supply at 
some universities that students nev- 
er even see the equipment before 
they begin graduate school. “A stu- 
dent can’t learn modem physics 
playing with inclined plane and 
pulleys." 

In response. Representative Don 
Fuqua, a Democrat of Florida, the 


committee chairman, said “These 
are tough decisions to make with 
our limited resources." 

Representative Larry Winn Jr„ a 
Republican of Kansas, noted that 
the U.S. budget deficit helps keep 
the government from reaching .“the 
ideal" of spending more on science 
and technology.

Dr. Gerard Debreau of the Uni- 
versity erf California, Berkeley, who 
won the Nobd prize for economics, 
said “There is a great dal to be 
done with science education in this 
country and there is an insufficient 
number of qualified teachers.”

Pentagon Says New Missile Project 
Does Not Assure Protection of Public

WASHINGTON — Pentagon 
officials have conceded that they 
could not be sure a costly research 
program wonld result in a hi g h de- 
gree of protection against nudear 
missiles for the U.S. population.

Meese Received Memo on Attempts 
To Get Carter Campaign Information

WASHINGTON — Edwin 
Meese 3d was sent a memo from an 
aide in Ronald Reagan’s 1980 cam- 
paign against President Jimmy 
Carter that said Mr. Reagan’s cam- 
paign manager, William J. Casey, 
“wants more information from the 
Carter camp and wants it diculat- 
ed." 

The memo, dated Sept. 12, 1980. 
was among several documents re- 
leased late Thursday by Senator 
Howard M. Metzenbanm. Demo- 
crat of Ohio. They raised new ques- 
tions about Mr. Meese’s nomina- 
tion as attorney general and the 
repeated insistence of Mr. Meese, 
Mr. Casey and other senior Reagan 
aides that they were unaware of 
efforts to obtain materials from 
Mr. Carter's re-election campaign. 

A second memo released Thurs- 
day is dated Oct. 15, 1980, and 
marked “sensitive and confiden- 
tial." It is from Richard V. Allen, 
the campaign's adviser on national 
security issues, and discusses the 
potential impact cm the campaign 
of an anticipated “October sur- 
prise" effort to free LLS. hostages 
held by Iran. 

In thaj memo, sent to Mr. Rea- 
gan. Mr. Meese, Mr, Casey and a 
pollster. Richard B. Wirthfin. Mr. 
Allen said he had “had a call from 
an unimpeachable source who has 
received information directly from 
ABC XYZ."

In an accompanying statement, 
Mr. Meese idd Mr. Metzenbanm, 
a member of the judiciary panel, 
that be had “no knowledge of any 
effort" by anyone associated with 
the 1980 Reagan campa ign “to ob-

Thursday provide the most com- 
prehensive look to date at the type 
of information sought and received 
by the 1980 Reagan campaign 
about details of the Carter cam- 
paign.

Environmentalists are expect- 
ed to say the result could be looser 
standards. 

The agency* s administrator. W2- 
liam D. Ruckelshaus, announced 
the proposal, which could take 
more than a year to promulgate: 

The agency wants to stop me*- 
swing smoke, soot and dust in the 
air as “total suspended particu- 
lates" and count only those parti- 
cles smaller than 10 microns in 
width, about 0.004 Indies. 

About half — the exact fraction 
is a key dement in the dispute — of 
total suspended particulates are 
particles smaller than 10 microns. 
The rest can range up to 25 microns 
and larger. 

Only particles smaller than 
about 10 microns get into the lungs 
of most people to cause or worsen 
respiratory diseases, scientists be- 
lieve. 

The agency must set its so-called 
primary standard, by law, at a level 
adequate to protect public health 
“with an adequate marg in of safe- 
ty." 

It also sets a secondary standard 
to protea other activities. That 
standard will not be changed. 

Currently, states are supposed to 
enforce a limit of 260 nucrograms a 
cubic meter (about 260 billionths 
of an ounce per cubic foot) not to 
be exceeded Tor more than one day 
a year, and 75 nncrograms a cubic 
meter averaged over an entire yean 

The agency’s Clean Air Scientific 
Advisory Committee recommend- 
ed that Mr. Rockelshaus choose a 
ttew small-particle standard from 
the range of 55 to 1 10 mi Prog rams 
for the one-day maximum and 
from a range of 150 to 350 micro- 
grams for the annual ave rage.

C HICAGO — The Biograph 
Theater, where the gangster 
John DtitLoger was shot to death by 
the FBI. may be elevated to the 
status Of a national treasure. 

Chicago's landmarks commis- 
sion has endorsed granting U.S. 
landmark status to use theater on 
the city’s North Side, where ihe 
notorious bank robber was shot to 
death by FBI agents 50 years ago 
this summer. 

The commission urged the Bio- 
grapb’s owner, Lany Edwards, to

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Lebanon’s Next Round 


With Lebanon now backing our of its pact 
of last May 17 with Israel, it is said in many 
places, and grimly, that Syria has “won." The 
United States bad sponsored the May 17 witb- 
drawri-and-nonnalizaiion accord, but could 
not make it stick. Syria, supported by the 
Soviet Union, bung tough, saw the U-S- Ma- 
rines out and is now imposing its control. 

Abrogation of the May 17 agreement had 
long been a principal Syrian goal: to erase the 
specific terms and generally, to demonstrate 
Syrian ascendancy in Lebanon over Israel and 
over the latest non-Arab power to try manag- 
ing Lebanon's affairs. We thought at the time 
that the agreement was a boon to its signato- 
ries and a harbinger of a Syrian withdrawal 
We were wrong Hindsight produces the view 
that, no matter what Washington thought, the 
Middle East thought it consummated a special 
Israeli link to Lebanon's Christian minority. 

The Begin government saw it as a “de facto 
peace" crowning and justifying a war that was 
coming under ever harsher home attack. The 
Gcnuyel government hoped the agreement 
would' spare it painful internal compromise. 
Bui that was why it failed: not in the first 
instance because Syria rejected it but because 
Lebanon's aggrieved domestic factions did 
Damascus has shown an iron hand in Leba- 
non. but it did not so much grab an arbiter’s 


Steel: One or the Other 


At first glan ce, it seemed obvious that the 
Justice Department would approve the merger 
of two financially beleaguered American steel 
giants. Republic and LTV. This being the 
Reagan administration, the department was 
reputed to be soft on antitrust. Besides, who 
would dare in an election year to oppose a 
merger that promised to increase efficiency in 
a declining industry? But. to its credit, the 
Justice Department looked objectively at the 
potential economic consequences and said no. 

There is a larger implicit message: Big Steel 
can't have things both ways. As long as the 
industry fights for legislative barriers against 
imports, it can expect little help from Wash- 
ington in restructuring facilities. 

The Reagan anti trusters, unlike their prede- 
cessors. extol the virtues of big business — and 
act on their views. For example, the Federal 
Trade Commission, now controlled by Reagan 
appointees, recently offered its speedy blessing 
to the SlO-bfllion acquisition of Getty Oil by 
Teuco. And students of antitrust think that 
the merger of Socai and Gulf will receive 
similar treatment from the regulators. But 
Texaco, post-merger, controls a very small 
fraction of total oil production. 

The proposed combination of LTV and Re- 
public would control large fractions of the 
business — a quarter of the domestic market 


for sheet steel, about half that for stainless 
products. By the Antitrust Division’s arithme- 
tic. the companies thus had the burden of 
showing that a merger would be in the public 
interest. And in the end Justice decided that 
the S300 million in annual savings from a 
merger might be better achieved by internal 
bell-tightening and swapping facilities. 

In assessing the potential anticompetitive 
impact of an LTV-Republic combination. Jus- 
tice looked at domestic rather than world mar- 
ket shares. In an open international market, 
the department noted, foreign steel producers 
might provide enough competition to prevent 
the merged company from raising its prices. 
But the market is not open. 

The White House, under pressure from the 
domestic industry, has been forced to limit 
imports of a number of steel products. And the 
industry is now engaged in an election-year 
lobbying blitz for legislated quotas. In these 
conditions. Justice argued, domestic mergers 
might well create excessive market power. 

This logic is accurate and admirable. If steel 
wants tbe financial shelter afforded by merg- 
ers. it must accept the public's right to buy 
steel abroad. U it wants the shelter of protec- 
tionist barriers, it cannot expect approval for 
ami-competitive mergers.

Final Exam for Glenn? 


The collapse of John Glenn's campaign this 


winter went far to help Gary Han’s challenge 
of Walter Mondale. But why did it happen? 
The candidate. Glenn partisans say. did not 
feel free to be himself. The hoopla surrounding 
release of the movie “The Right Stuff* made 
him so eager to prove he was something more 
than an astronaut that people lost sight of tbe 
qualities — courage, knowledge, discipline — 
that enabled him to achieve what he did. It left 
him in one debate snapping back at those who 
made light of his experience in space. 

Now Mr. Glenn is campaigning in the South 
as a “red. white and blue" patriot and as 
someone “who has been to the future." He is 
stiU registering in tbe polls. Voters’ preferences 
may yet solidify, to a degree, in his column. 

Bui tbe collapse of the Glenn campaign was 
due to more than mishandling of his space 
credentials. In the debates, he repeated canned 
answers on major issues. These may have rep- 
resented his own thoughts rather than, as some 


suggested, his advisers' directions, but his de- 
meanor suggested that he lacks the suppleness 
of mind Lhat people want in a president. 

In the South today, advertisements for John 
Glenn proclaim that he is the only “moderate" 
left in the race. It is true that, on an ideological 
scale, many voters would come close to him. 
But they do not seem to vote according to 
these labels. Instead of going for the candidate 
who is consistently to the right of Waller 
Mondale, voters are choosing one who is to the 
right on some issues and to the left on others. 
And there has been no surge in turnout by 
independents, as Mr. Glenn had hoped. 

The Glenn candidacy faces a difficult and 
possibly final test in the South. The results 
suggest that Mr. Glenn must show not just that 
he is right on a checklist of issues. He must also 
show that he has the stature and the bearing, 
the determination of purpose and the flexibili- 
ty of tactics to be president.

Reconciliation in Poland? 


Poland's Communist rulers must be feeling 
a lot more cheerful now that they have got 
through the worst of the winter without any 
really serious and violent disturbances. And 
they have even been provided with a bonus or 
two. One is a United Nations Human Rights 
Commission report suggesting that the lifting 
of martial law-, the amnesty and the decline in 
the number of political prisoners have created 
a climate favoring national reconciliation.

The 
report is the result of a visit to Poland last 
month by Sefior Perez de Cuellar, the LIN 
secretary-general, who. it must be said, took 
the opportunity to condemn abuses of human 
rights, including violations of trade union free- 
doms. It cannot be denied that there has been a 
dramatic fall in the number of Poles impris- 
oned for political reasons — some 2S0 com- 
pared with 1.500 last year. But it is nonsense 
for UN officials to be talking about reconcilia- 
tion in Poland under the present regime.

W United Stales to come to terms with revo 
lutiooarv change in the Third World has been a 
leitmotif of U.S. diplomacy for nearly 40 years. 
This failure has created America’s biggest utter- 
national problems in the postwar era. 

The root of the problem is not, as many 
Americans persist in believing, tbe relentless 
spread of communism. It is our own difficulty in 
understanding that Third World revolutions are 
primarily natio nalist , not communist. National- 
ism, not capitalism or communism, is the domi- 
nam political force in tbe modem world.. 

Where a natio nalis t uprising was combined 
with a Marxist dement of some kind or with 
violent revolutionary behavior, Americans have 
come unhinged. This happened most dramatical- 
ly in the biggest tragedy of American diplomacy 
since World War D, Vietnam. But it has hap- 
pened repeatedly in other countries as weD, most 
recently m Nicaragua and El Salvador. 

Given tbe size and tbe seriousness of our 
failures to deal successfully with nationalistic 
revolutions, you might think we would be busy 
trying to figure out why we have done so badly, 
and how we could do better in the future. But. on 
the contrary, we simply stick to discredited pat- 
terns of behavior, repeating tbe old errors as 
though they had never happened. 

The latest example is the Kissinger commis- 
sion’s report painting events in Central America 
in ominously stark colors. The commission has 
said that in principle the United States can 
accept revolutionary situations but that in Nica- 
ragua and El Salvador it cannot — because of 
Soviet and Cuban involvement. 

But the sad fan is that tbe Soviets will always 
try to take advantage of revolutionary situations.

Revolutionary regimes are not easy to live 
with, particularly fora country as conservative as 
tbe United States has become.

contempt among their own citizens." 

Why does the United States, the first nation 
bora of revolution in the modem age, find it so 
difficult to come to terms with revolutionary 
i-hang e in the late 20th century? 

One answer involves the nature of our own 
revolution. It was essentially a revolt against 
political stupidity and insensitivity. 

With sparsely populated, easily accessible and 
abundant lands, the restless and dissatisfied in 
early America had an outlet for their discontent. 
The young United States never had to deal with 
the limi tless misery of an impoverished majority. 

In the first half of this century, when the

NEW YORK — The New York Slock Ex- 
change. winding up its worst week in a month, 
skidded Friday in slow trading on investor feare 
that the strong U.S. economy and budget deficit 
will push interest rates higher. 

Late buying indicated speculation on possi- 
ble takeovers in the oil sector has not died out. 
But banking stocks were battered by concerns 
that foreign-loan problems would cut earnings. 

The Dow Jones industrial average, which 
gained 3.46 Thursday, dropped 7.33 to 1.139.76. 
not far from its Feb. 22 low of 1,134.21. The 
Dow fell 31.72 for the week overall, the worst 
setback since it lost 36.33 the period ended Feb. 
10 . 

Declines topped advances 946-600 among the 
1.947 issues traded. 

Because of a snowstorm in New York and 
general investor uncertainty. Big Board volume 
fell to 732 million shores from the 80.6 million 
traded Thursday. 

“This session showed a case of interest-rate 
ji tiers." said Alan Ackerman of Herzfeld &

Oil Nations’ Fall in Revenue 
Hurts Exports of Companies

oil revenues to finance imports — 
countries like Nigeria and Indone- 
sia. 

! But rich countries like Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait have also fell 
the pinch, and have been sketching 
out development programs and 
payments schedules. 

“One can say that the drop in oil 
revenues has had a fairly staggering 
impact in places like Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates, where gov- 
ernment budgets in terms of actual 
disbursements have dropped by as 
much as 30 percent to 40 percent," 
said Charles K. Ebinger. director of 
the energy- and strategic- resources 
program at Georgetown Universi- 
ty’s Center for Strategic and Inter- 
national Studies. 

‘Thai decline has led to some 
abrogations of contracts, and the 
extension of contracts over longer 
periods of time, reducing the return 
on equity that might have been 
realized if the goods had been sold 
somewhere else." 

An economist at a New York 
bank, who asked not to be identi- 
fied, said: “The needs in countries 
like Nigeria and Indonesia are still 
there, but they haven't got the mon- 
ey. And the richer countries, like 
Saudi Arabia, are bring forced into 
a slower development mode be- 
cause of the drop in revenue. As a 
consequence, they are moving 
away from the blockbuster, multi- 
biSion-doUar contracts." 

George J. Stathakis, president 
and chief executive officer at Gen- 
eral Electric Trading Co., estimat- 
ed that sales to OPEC nations, 
which declined about 10 percent in 
I9S2 from 1981 levels, may have 
dropped an additional 20 percent 
last year. 

Mr. Stathakis said GFs business 
in Venezuela and Nigeria, two 
OPEC nations suffering under the 
double whammy of a drop in oC 
revenues and a' sharp increase in 
foreign debt payments, had been 
hit particularly hard. His comment 
echoed those of other corporate of- 
ficials. 


Exports to Saudi Arabia, which 
during the 1970s had grown to be 
one of GETS top six markets, have 
suffered, too. In retrospect, Mr. 
Stathakis said, the decline in Saudi 
business may have been coming 
anyway. 

“It may well have been that we 
would have experienced a drop-off 
in our business in Saudi Arabia 
anyway, because in some infra- 
structure areas they had reached a 
saturation point," he said. 

Cordell W. Hull, chief financial 
officer at Bechtel Group, the con- 
struction gian t, said that “work has 
held up strongly in Saudi -Arabia, 
but in other ou producing countries 
like Venezuela and Indonesia it has 
not been been what we would have 
liked.” 

Janies E. Perdla, executive vice 
president at IngersoU-Rand, the 
heavy-equipment maker, said his 
company's sales to the group were 
cut in half last year, and that new 
orders were almost non-existenL 

"We are seeing some evidence in 
interest through a rising number of 
inquiries from countries like Ku- 
wait, but I don't understand why,” 
he said 

For competitive reasons, Mr. 
Stathakis and other U.S. executives 
would not be specific about how 
much business had declined in par- 
ticular countries. Bat Commerce 
Department figures provide an 
overall view of how sharp the 
slump has been. 

Sales of goods and services to 
Venezuela totaled just $2.8 billion 
last year, down 46 percent from 
1982. The decline in exports to Ni- 
geria from 19S2 levels was 33 per- 
cent. Exports to Indonesia, another 
high absorbing country with for- 
eign debt problems, declined 28 
percent, to £1.5 billion. 

Saudi Arabia, which purchased 
more than S9 billion of U.S. ex- 
ports in 1982, spent more than SI 
billion less last year, as the value of 
U.S. exports declined by 12.4 per- 
cent. Sales to Kuwait were off by 21 
percent

$10 million, is subject to further- 
discussion of certain details of 
ACTs offer. The sale would in- 
clude inventories, worldwide man- 
ufacturing rights and distribution 
rights outside of the Americas.

Victor filed for protection from its 


creditors under Chapter 11 of the 
U.S. bankruptcy code. 

Birmingham. England-based

puter's sales have been much 
stronger in Europe, particularly in 
Britain West Gennany and France, 
than in the United States. ACT also 
makes its own personal computer, 
the Apricot.

(Erector, said he expected that 
Swire Pacific Ltd. of Hong Kong 
would remain the distributor of the 
Victor machine in Asia.

W ITH regard to the title of Paul Hofmann's new 
book. "O Vatican! A SliahtK Wicked View of 


VY book. “O Vatican! A SIightI> Wicked View of 
the Ho!\ Sec." one first wonders about the signifi- 
cance of the exclamation point. Is the apostrophe to 
the seat of the Holy Roman Church to be read in the 
win or Whitman s {later Willa Cither's) ”0 Pio- 
neers!" — heroic and bold? Or. does it invite awe 
and wonder (Hopkins's “0 mv chevalier")? Could a 
slight reprimand be intended? A sense of exaspera- 
tion? 

In any case. Hofmann's chronicle of the inner 
workings of the Holy See is true to the rest of the 
title: The book is just a tad naughty, not too wicked, 
but only slightly so. Hofmann may aspire to be very 
wicked, but it will be some lime before he or anyone 
else qualifies as a gossip columnist for L'Osserva- 
sore Romano. Its not Hofmann's fault, however: 


He's stymied at every turn. The Vatican is so aloof 
and secretive, so byzaruine and Machiavellian in its 
ways and corridors of power thai even the CIA or 
KGB would be out maneuvered, outspied and out- 
classed. 

According to Hofmann. Rome holds no secrets. 
As New York Times correspondent for 35 years, he 


should know. Perhaps that's the problem. Paradoxi- 
cally. a situation that presents no secrets is most 
secretive because the misinformation and rumors 
by. for and of the Vatican only congeal into an 
ecclesiastical muddle. Was Pope John Paul I poi- 
soned? Was the Vatican financier. Roberto Calvi. 
who was found hanging from scaffolding under a 
London bridge, assassinated? Are the Vatican's 
phones hugged? Yes? No? None of the above? 
Perhaps the world's oldest bureaucracy sees its 
inscrutability as a reflection of the mystery of the 
eternal Trinity. 

Hofmann calls his book a ’“sociology' or the 
Vatican . . . based largely on personal contacts 
and correspondents" he has known under five 
popes. Pius XII. John XXIII. Paul VI. John Paul 1 
and John Paul 11 ( 1939 to the present). He also adds 
that his sources must remain anonymous. Why? 
One wonders. If exposed, will they be excommuni- 
cated? Banished to papal Siberia? 

Approaching the Vatican as if it were General 
Motors. Hofmann weights his book with what any 
corporation prides itself on: facts and figures. The 
Vatican's portfolio is impressive. What corporate 
head can boast thaL he controls such a staff: 4.000 
bishops and archbishops. 400.000 priests, nearly a 
million nuns, not to mention millions of lay people 
all over the world? In real estate, here is God’s 
abundance: One-fourth to one-fifth of Rome is in 


the hands of the church. What institution can claim 
such a vast and splendid collection of art? Approxi- 
mately 4,000 people bold jobs in the Vatican en- 
clave: the pope's automobile fleet numbers 700 
vehicles. Hofmann humorously adds: "Nobody 
seems to know exactly how many rooms the Vatican 
has, although about 12,000 windows have been 
counted.’' 


At times, Hofmann succumbs to caricature: 
“Cardinals may not admit it even to their secretar- 
ies, but there are plenty or clues that many of them 
are always thinking about the nexL conclave. A 
slight papal cold is enough to cause Their Emi- 
nences to put their heads together or call each other 
long distance to exchange guarded reports and pru- 
dent speculations.” In an organization in which a 
Vatican journalist fell to his knees whenever he 
spoke on the telephone to the pope and one in which 
Pius Xlfs body was so poorly embalmed that it 


began to explode, causing the casket to pop open 
during funeral ceremonies, caricature is difficult to 
avoid.

“How do we benefit from 
competition when two companies 
in the same business make a sweet- 
heart deal with each other?" 

Frank took a Twinkie out of his 
drawer and started nibbling on it. 
"If we thought the merging of two 
of Lhe largest oil companies in the 
world would hurt the public we'd 
be in court right now. But a mar- 
riage of this kind should benefit 
everybody. It could put a damper 
on these ruthless gas price wars that 
are cutting into everyone's profits." 

"And it will be a 
warning to the independent sta- 
tions to stop giving away free car 
washes when you buy a full tank of 
gas."

“That's not our concern.” said 
Harry.

There is nothing in the Gulf take- 
over that will hurt competition in 
the marketplace."

"What have you people done in 
the Last four years to stimulate 
competition in the marketplace?” 

"We broke up the phone compa- 
ny.” said Frank proudly.

Excuses: A New Theory of Their Role in Life

N tW YORK — A team of 
U.$. psychologists has for- 
mulated the' first comprehensive 
theory of or.e of life’s pervasive 
ploys — excuses. 

The theory explains how to dis- 
tinguish benign excuses from de- 
structive ones, how children learn 
to become adept excuse-makers, 
when excuses are svrnptoms of a 
psychological problem, and what 
! personality type is most prone to 
overusing excuses. 

One of the most compelling 
findings suggests that as many as 
20 percent of .American adults 
overuse excuses to a point that 
may be detrimental to their emo- 
tional health. 

The garden variety — white lies 
that prevent hurt feelings (“Sorry, 
I can't make the party. I’m all tied 
up") — are common, the research 
team says, because they are a so- 
cial lubricant vital to the smooth 
operation of daily life. But the 
new Lheory takes excuses out of 
the realm of the in vial and shows 
them to hide a greater human fra- 
gility. 

Based on experiments and on 
studies of hew people use excuses, 
as well as a range of related scien- 
tific findings by other researchers, 
the theory is described in a new 
book intended for professional 
readership. “Excuses: Masquer- 
ades in Search of Grace " pub- 
lished by John Wiley Jfc Sons. 

It is written by Cir. Charles R. 
Snyder, with Raymond Higgins 
and Rita J. Stucky. all of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. 

Excuses, the researchers point 
out, take many subtle and devious 
forms. At their worst, they are 
chronic evasions of responsibility 
borne of irrational fear. These ex- 
cuses prevent insights into one's 
own problems and thus bar 
healthy change in personality. 

According to Snyder, there are 
three key signs of harmful ex- 
cuses: blatant excuses: those that 
arc broad-ranging: and those that 
are not easily reversed. He has 
developed a checklist of questions 
to use to evaluate whether an ex- 
cuse indicates an underlying 
problem. 

While these guidelines are 
meant for therapists to use with 
their patients, -hey dso apply to 
judging excuses in other realms, 
such os work or with children. 

The questions include these: 


• How often does the person 
make such excuses? The more fre- 
quent, the more likely a problem. 

• How drastic is the excuse? A 
feigned broken leg to avoid par- 
ticipation in sports, for instance, 
is drastic. 

• What effect does the excuse 
have on the person's relations 
with other people? Those with a 
difficulty are often oblivious to 
the impact of their excuses, not 


praised all the more if he pitches 
well despite the bothersome arm. 

Psychological handicaps, such 
as alcoholism or phobias, can 
work in the same way. Carried to 
extremes, one sees people who 
lead lives contorted so as to justi- 
fy their excuses. 

“Some people,” Snyder said, 
“use problems like test anxiety, 
shyness, or even hypochondriacal 
disease symptoms as excuses to 


whatever blame there may be for 
what they do. 

On the other hand, those who 
view their lives as under the sway 
of outside forces see misfortune 
as a result of bad luck. As a 
consequence, when they fail, they 
readily put responsiblily on some- 
thing or someone else — they 
make an excuse. 

Julian Rotter, the psychologist 
on whose research Snyder bases

realizing, for example, bow inept 
their clumsy excuses make them 
seem. 

• Does the excuse appear to be 
part of a refusal to perceive and 
change some self-defeating habit? 

Chronic excuse-makers use 
them to avert any admission of 
fault, and at all costs. The theory 
suggests that underlying their des- 
perate diversionary tactics is the 
fear that their personality is so 
fragile that a single blow to its 
defenses, no matter bow slight, 
might destroy them. 

Dr. Phillip Zimbardo, a social 
psychologist at Stanford Univer- 
sity, welcomed the new approach 
to excuses, which dovetails with 
his own research on shyness. 

“This approach." Zimbardo 
said, “has important links to ways 
people sell themselves short, from 
shyness to fear of failure. It's an 
apt way to call attention to how 
people handicap themselves. 
Most people can find some areas 
of their lives where they do this, 
for example, when you won't even 
try something unless you're sure 
you'll do it perfectly. 

A major category of pathologi- 
cal excuse- making involves using 
a debilitating condition as a glob- 
al excuse for any failures in life. 

This tactic, which Snyder calls 
“self-handicapping" has a dou- 
ble payoff: It cushions failures 
while enhancing any successes. 
The baseball pitcher who com- 
plains of a sore arm before a game 
is protected if he does poorly, but 
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avoid situations where they fear 
failure. Seif-handicapping can of- 
fer an alt-purpose ouL 

“For example," he said, “peo- 
ple who have had a history of 
psychological traumas sometimes 

employ them defensively when 
they think they’re being evaluat- 
ed. Tve had a hard life' is a 
handy, universal excuse." 

According to the theory, the 
people most prone to pathological 
excuse-making are a fairly com- 
mon personality type. Snyder es- 
timates that as many as one out of 
five people fall into this category. 

By the same token, there is a 
group who are much less prone to 
excuse-making than are most peo- 
ple, even when faced with a situa- 
tion that typically calls for an ex- 
cuse. 

These people, by failing to 
make excuses when finesse and 
thoughtfulness call for them, 
would seem at risk for social di- 
sasters, although they may often 
be saved by the strength of soda! 
convention. “If someone fails to 
make, an excuse when one is ex- 
pected," Snyder said, “people will 
do it for him. Not making a prop- 
er excuse is loo much of a threat 
to the social fabric for most peo- 
ple to let pass.” 

Those who see themselves in 
control view misfortunes as re- 
sulting from their own mistakes 
and are less likely to make ex- 
cuses. They see themselves as re- 
sponsible for their failures and 
successes, and are willing to take 


pan of his theory, comments, 
“Although a particular group of 
people are most likely to justify 
their failures by blaming others, 
just about anyone can behave this 
way from tune to time." 

Those most Ukcly to make ex- 
cuses are particularly mistrustful 
of other people, have a fragile 
regard for their own worth, and 
are highly sensitive to criticism. 

People in this group, according 
to Snyder, are most prone to 
abusing excuses in general, and so 
most likely to benefit from thera- 
py for it 

People who overuse excuses do 
so automatically, without fully re- 
alizing what they are doing. In 
treating such a person, Snyder 
recommends that a therapist first 
help the patient to become more 
aware of his excuse-making, but 
not blame the patient for them. 
As the patient becomes more 
aware of the situations that trig- 
ger his excuses, he will find that 
they are not as threatening as he 
may have thought. 

The goal of therapy then be- 
comes either to strengthen those 
skills for which the patient may 
have been making anticipatory 
apologies, thereby bolstering his 
sense of worth, or to get the pa- 
tient to take more responsiblity 
for his strengths and weaknesses. 

According to the theory, people 
owe much of their excuse-making 
talents to their parents. In teach- 
ing them such essential soda! 
skills as politeness and consider- 


ation of others, parents inadver- 
tently teach the elements of ex- 
cuse-making. 

For example, a parent ofien 
comforts a crying chud by making 
excuses for him or her (“Mommy 
knows you didn’t mean to do it") 
or Hwrmnds an excuse when a 
child has done something wrong 
(“Why did you put the cat in the 
freezer?”). This is by no means 
bad. These social skills will be 
essential in adulthood 

Developmental psychologists 
have identified the stages in chil- 
dren's mastery of this ploy. The 

excuses d reschool children make 
are usually rather flimsy. The 
need to protect one's self-image 
and the ability to make sophisti- 
cated excuses does not ordinarily 
emerge until between the ages of 6 
and 9 years. 

The theory ties, the emergence 
of image-protecting excuses to the 
development of self-criticism dur- 
ing those years of life. In general, 
6-year-olds are critical of their 
friends' behavior, but not their 
own, and so see no reason to make 
excuses for iL But by the age of 7. 
many children have begun to wor- 
ry about what other people think 
of them, and by 8 most children 
are also concerned about meeting 
their own standards. The emer- 
gence of these concerns sets the 
stage for excuses. 

Full-fledged self-criticism de- 
velops at about the age of 9. and 
with it the motive for making ex- 
cuses. . 

Although the new view of ex- 
cuse-malting may well have an 
impact on the practice of psycho- 
therapy, therapists will already be 
familiar with much of it Ratio- 
nalization, in psychoanalytic par- 
lance. is a prominent defense 
mechanism that provides a cover 
stoiy for a multitude of sins. Ex- 
cuses, in the new theory, are seen 
as a variety of rationalization and 
the intent is to help therapists 
focus more dearly on its many 
manifestations. 

Even psychiatric symptoms 
themselves can be excuses. Dr, 
Alfred Adler, writing in the early 
part, of the century, proposed that 
patients' symptoms, from phobias 
to depression, were ways ctf excus- 
ing themselves for life's failures. 
This, said Adler, accounted tor 
the resistance of patients in thera- 
py to giving up their symptoms — 
their treasured excuses.
